Play project features anecdotes

PAINTSVILLE — Everybody has a story to tell, 
but are their anecdotes worthy subjects for a play? 

More than a dozen storytellers from Johnson, 
Floyd and Pike counties can answer that question in 
the affirmative as their works will soon be presented 
on the stage as part of The Story Patch, a new proj- 
ect of the Johnson County Extension Service and the 
Route 23 Cultural Heritage Network. 

The Story Patch is a “unique experience that 
blends culture, education, and entertainment, all 
based on local stories told by members of our very 
own community,” according to a flyer announcing 
the debut of “Just Like Family,” a new play by Chel- 
sea Marcantel at the Oil Springs Cultural Arts and 
Recreation Center (OSCAR) in Johnson County. 



Marcantel, an Abingdon, Va., playwright, based 
her new play on works collected through The Story 
Patch, according to Brenda Cockerham family con- 
sumer sciences agent for the Johnson County Exten- 
sion Office. 

“The play is really neat because it is made of real 
stories from around here,” Cockerham said. “There 
were 15 storytellers and 27 stories contributed. Of 
these, the majority (approximately 85%) really hap- 
pened. The rest were stories created from the imagi- 
nation of local authors with bits and pieces of truth.” 

Marcantel “merged the majority of plays togeth- 
er into one story,” taking “bits and pieces of as many 
of the stories as she could,” Cockerham said. 

“Those of us who participated and have read the 
script are amazed that she was able to work them all

LOLfISA - Two men were arrest- 
ed last Wednesday on Rt.

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Local voter turnout higher than state’s

FRANKFORT — Voter turnout 
for last Tuesday’s primary election 
was higher in the Big Sandy region 
than it was on a statewide level. 

The statewide voter turnout for 
the primary was 27 percent, 
according to the secretary of state’s 
office, while 41 percent of voters 
cast ballots in Lawrence, Johnson, 
Floyd and Martin counties. 

Of those counties, the highest 
turnout — 50 percent — was in 



heavily Democratic Floyd County, 
where most unofficial winners of 
primary-election races face no 
Republican opposition in Novem- 
ber. 

Of the county’s 30,363 voters, 
15,198 cast ballots Tuesday. 

Martin County had the second 
highest voter turnout numbers 
Tuesday, with 46 percent of the 
voters casting ballots. A total of 
3,816 Martin County voters par- 
ticipated in Tuesday election out of 
8,307 who were eligible to vote. 

Thirty-one percent, or 5,401 , of 
Johnson County’s eligible 17,398 



voters went to the polls Tuesday, 
while 30 percent of Lawrence 
County’s voters cast ballots. Law- 
rence County has 11,970 voters, 
with 3,567 casting ballots. 

The state attorney general’s 
Election Fraud Hotline received 
more than 200 calls during last 
Tuesday’s primary election, includ- 
ing 19 from Floyd, Martin and 
Magoffin counties. 

Twelve calls were received 
from Floyd County, including

Authorities find marijuana growing 
in flower pots in Martin County

WARFIELD - A Martin 
County man was arrested May 
15 after officials found some 
marijuana plants growing in 
flower pots. 

Michael Gess, 33, of Warf- 
ield, is charged with cultivat- 
ing five or more marijuana 
plants and drug paraphernalia/ 
buy /possess. 

According to the police 
report, Martin County sher- 
iff’s deputy Cory Cook 
responded to a possible 
domestic in progress. Upon 



his arrival to the location, a 
male subject answered the 
door and stated that every- 
thing was OK and asked him 
to step inside to talk to the 
female and make sure she was 
OK, the report said. 

“When I went inside the 
apartment and looked around 
to make sure nothing was bro- 
ken and she was okay, I saw a 
small bag on the table that 
said good smoke and smelled 
like marijuana was inside the 
bag, but it was empty,” Cook 
said in the report.

ing to hide. Inside the bed- 
room I found a pipe, a grinder, 
and what looked to be a bong

ers.” 

Gess told the officer that 
Gess admitted to growing the 
marijuana plants “just to see if 
he could do it and claimed the 
paraphernalia to also be his,” 
the report said.

A Louisiana native who 
majored in theatre perfor- 
mance and creative writing at 
Louisiana State University, 
Marcantel says on her Web site 
that she approaches writing 
and directing plays as “an 
ongoing balance between wild 
experimentation and dedicated 
self-discipline.” 

“I write and direct plays

DO 

CELLPHONES 
CAUSE BRAIN 
CANCER?

I imagine you’re like me. 
You have least considered 
the idea that the phone you 
hold flat up against your ear 
day after day might have 
detrimental health effects. 
But then you shirk the con- 
cept and attribute it to a 
brief case of paranoia. After 
all, if cellphones did cause 
cancer, wouldn’t people be 
openly talking about it? 

Here’s where the confu- 
sion starts. 

Some scientific studies 
show a possible link while 
others show no link. Mean- 
while, there are plenty of 
people taking to the Internet 
with horror stories of 
tumors appearing where 
they regularly keep their 
phones next to their body. 

The reason this is back 
on my mind is a recent 
study out of France pub- 
lished in Occupational and 
Environmental Medicine. It 
shows a possible link 
between heavy cellphone 
use and certain types of 
brain cancer. 

The study defines “heavy 
cellphone use” as 15 hours 
or more every month for 
more than five years. At that 
level, the risk of glioma and 
meningioma tumors 
increased two to three times. 

Oddly, unlike any previ- 
ous study, this one showed 
the tumors appearing on the 
opposite side of the head 
from where participants 
typically held the phone. 

Still, as always, this study 
isn’t conclusive, and it found 
no cancer risk with moder- 
ate and light cellphone use. 
So, where does that leave us? 

For myself and my fami- 
ly, I assume the worst - that 
prolonged exposure does 
increase cancer risk - and 
take steps to stay safe. The 
preventative measures aren’t 
expensive or inconvenient, 
so why not? 

I’ll tell you those steps in 
a moment. Before that, it’s a 
good idea to know why this 
issue is so hard to settle. 

It comes down to radia- 
tion. For this general discus- 
sion, there are two main 
types of radiation: ionizing 
radiation and non-ionizing 
radiation. 

Ionizing radiation 
includes gamma rays. X-rays 
and some ultraviolet rays. 
These are known to damage 
your DNA, increasing the 
risk of cancer. When you get 
sunburned, that’s thanks to 
ionizing ultraviolet radia- 
tion. 

Non-ionizing radiation 
includes visible light and 
radio waves. Radio waves 
include microwaves, which 
is what cellphones and wire- 
less routers use. Non-ioniz- 
ing radiation doesn’t dam- 
age your DNA or cells. 
That’s a good thing, too, 
given how much exposure 
we have to things like visible 
light. 

In extreme quantities, 
non-ionizing radiation can 
burn you - a high-intensity 
laser and a microwave oven 
are good examples. Howev- 
er, you don’t get the same 
kind of damage as sunburn. 

Back to the topic, cell- 
phones don’t even put out 
enough radiation to burn 
you. The FCC regulates cell- 
phone radiation and keeps it 
well below dangerous levels. 

A measurement of what 
your phone puts out is the 
Specific Absorption Rate, or 
SAR, figure in your phone’s 
manual. 

So, on paper, cellphones 
should have no effect on 
humans. Still, there is an 
effect. 

One study, for example, 
shows that when held near 
the skin, a cellphone signal 
causes glucose in the area to 
metabolize faster after 50 
minutes. Scientists are still 
trying to sort out what long- 
term consequences this 
could have. 

There’s also the question 
of whether long term expo- 
sure might accumulate into 
negative side effects. And 
many critics point out that

His work in the 
area of obesity-induced 
inflammation has led to the 
development of a tube feeding 
formula designed for critically 
ill obese patients. He is also 
performing capsule endosco- 
py in the office as a way of 
investigating diseases of the 
small intestine. 

In addition to his two prac- 
tice locations, Erazier also 
serves as assistant clinical 
professor of medicine at the 
University of Louisville for 
the Department of Gastroen- 
terology, Hepatology and 
Nutrition; and adjunct profes- 
sor of internal medicine and 
gastroenterology at the Uni- 
versity of Pikeville College of 
Osteopathic Medicine. He is 
board certified in internal

the government bases its safety 
figures on adults, not children 
who might be more at risk. 

Until these questions are 
answered, the International 
Agency for Cancer Research 
lists cellphone radiation as a 
“Possibly carcinogenic to 
humans.” However, for per- 
spective, it gives the same rat- 
ing to coffee and talc-based 
powders. 

With so many things that 
can contribute to cancer - 
genetics, food additives, gaso- 
line fumes, the sun, most 
chemicals and much more - 
trying to figure out what part 
cellphone radiation plays is 
very tricky. 

But, as I said earlier, why 
take the risk? Here are some 
things I do to minimize expo- 
sure to cellphone radiation for 
myself and my family. 

When you’re making calls, 
switch your phone over to 
speaker mode. This keeps it 



away from your head and 
major organs. Manufacturers 
recommend keeping the phone 
0.8 inches or farther away from 
your skin while on a call. Even 
that little distance will seriously 
drop the radiation your body 
might absorb. 

During phone calls, your 
phone is outputting the stron- 
gest signal. It also uses a stron- 
ger signal when you’re moving 
or in a low-signal area. So, 
make calls when you’re station- 
ary or have a good connection. 

Send texts instead of mak- 
ing phone calls. While you’re 
texting, the cellular signal is 
much weaker. 

Men: Keep the phone out of 
your pockets. Women: Don’t 
put the phone in your bra. If 
you have to keep it close to you, 
switch to airplane mode, which 
disables the cellular and Wi-Fi 
signals. 

For frequent talking, con- 
sider a Bluetooth headset. Yes, 



it also puts out radiation, but at 
a thousandth of the amount of 
a cellphone. Just remember to 
take it out of your ear between 
calls. 

A wired headset is an option 
as well. I’ve seen articles online 
saying that a headset wire can 
act as an antenna and actually 
increase your radiation expo- 
sure. However, that informa- 
tion usually appears in ads for 
radiation-proof headsets, and I 
haven’t seen any actual scien- 
tific research to back it up.
